Ottawa, Dec. 30. (Canadian Press)—The new government is 
losing no time in getting down to work. This morning at half past 
cleven o'clock the members of Mr. King’s cabinet gathered for the 
first business meeting of the new administration, purely routine 
matters being discussed. Yesterday’s meeting, which followed the 
swearing in ceremonies, was more in the nature of a friendly gath- 
ering for preliminary discussion than a real business meeting, and 
it is understood that nething of pnblic importance was dene. Today, 
the cabinet may turn its attention to some of the big problems which 
confront it. 

Possibly the most difficult problem awaiting the attention of the) 
new government is that of unemployment which prevails, in great 
or less degree, throughout the dominion. The new minister of 
Ishbor. Hon. James Murdock. has stated that this would be dealt 
with as goon as possible, but had given little indication of the course 
which the new government proposes to pursue.
